RADIO RADICALS RILE 


Co-op Radio has long been regarded as a friend of underdog 
and other wholesome causes. But now questions have arisen concerning 
just how much support your friendly neighborhood (102.7 FM) radio 
station can give. 

It all started last October with a request for a support letter 
for the SFU-18 defendants. The station's Workers" Forum - the people 
who produce the programs - initially approved the letter, but then 
the board of directors intervened, saying if, the station were to "do 
this kind of thing on a regular basis, our position in the community 
would be effectively undermined over a period of time, and a shrinkage 
of the station's funding base could result." 

Since then, requests for support for the anti-anti-poster cam- 
paign and the Pine Free Clinic have been turned down, although air 
time and program guide space have been offered as alternatives. 

The station as a whole is now poised to tackle the question. 
Co-op Radio has to live in the real world, and that means that 
funding will always depend on the good will of sympathetic listeners, 
plus some organized benefits and a few government grants. But the 
station was begun as a political project; even though this orien- 
tation has shifted somewhat over the years it has been broadcasting 
from the corner of Hastings and Carrall, Co-op Radio still stands 
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aS an alternative media - and its credibility in the alternative 
community may now be in Jeopardy. 

The decisions on outside support were taken at very sparsely 
attended meetings. At least 150 active programmers are eligible to 
vote, and more than 1,000 member-contributors can attend and make 
their views known. The next Workers’ Forum will be held sometime in 
February. If you want your voice heard, call Co-op Radio (684-8491)

Trident submarines are 
still growing like a cancer across the border; U.S. warheads are 
still stored at the Comox Airfarce Base; and B.C. Hydra's 'Bonehead' 
Bonner is still mouthing obscenities about the inevitable need for 
nuclear power in the future.
